financial hardship. Mr. | | states that he must redeposit approximately $5,000. 

with the Civil Service Commission in order to receive credit for a 9 year period 
of service and points out that in December 1967 he has finally completely liqui- 
dated a large Credit Union loan. Mr. | | further stated that based on his 

legal background he intends to try to secure employment of a semi- legal nature 
upon retirement, but financial problems delaying his making his redeposit and 
problems of health forced him to postpone specific efforts to obtain any par- 
ticular post retirement position. The Chief, Records Integration Division 
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stated that he cannot justify retention of Mr.| |on an operational basis 

but can use him profitably if his request for retirement deferral is approved. 
The Deputy Director for Plans recommended that the requ est for deferment of 

retirement be approved. The Board recommended that Mr. retirement date 

be extended until 31 March 1970 based upon compassionate reasons.

bases his request on the fact that he will receive a relati vely smal l annuity 
and must continue to support a son who has cerebral palsy.

normal expenses. The Director of Logistics, with the concurrence of the Deputy 
Director for Support, has recommended that the requested extension be approved 
based on the fact that his performance as a Chauffeur has been excellent, he 
occupies a continuing position, is not blocking the career progression of other 
employees, and would have to be replaced if he retired. The Board recommended 
that I " I retirement date be extended until 31 July 1969 based upon compas- 
sionate reasons.
